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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Peterson et al US 6,594,682. 

Regarding to claimed invention, Peterson et al teaches data distribution method of 
distributing data selected for each plurality of user terminals from a distribution center 
(such as 24 (1)-(N) and element 26 for distribution center, see Figure 1) to each user 
terminal through a communication network (such as Web servers 22 (1)-(M), figure 1), 
comprising the steps of 

notifying the distribution center of contents of user operation for the data distributed to 
the user terminal (such as scheduling subsystem to schedule a time to obtain the Web 
content from the server and generating event notification, as in abstract, lines 1-5 and 
block 202, figure 7); causing the distribution center to receive a notification from the 
user terminal (such as obtain Index and obtain Web content as in blocks 210 and 212 in 
figure 7; 
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selecting data to be subsequently distributed to the user terminal by using the contents 
of the user operation contained in the notification from the user terminal (such as block 
220 in figure 7); and 

distributing the selected data to the user terminal (such as block 222, figure 7). 
Regarding claim 2, for claiming ID for identifying data, Peterson et al teaches 
notification generator 98 for generating event notification as in col. 9, lines 15-30. 
Regarding claim 3 for claiming notifying distribution center when data is deleted, 
Peterson et al teaches indexing subsystem for notifying distribution for deleted data, see 
abstract, lines 12-18 and col. 9, lines 65- col. 10, lines 1-4. 
Regarding claim 4, Peterson teaches Peterson et al discloses content indexing 
subsystem 120 to retrieve the index from the cache and present the index to a user 
through a user interface, also, the index lists the available Web content that is stored in 
the cache, and enables the user to select or reject types of content. The indexing 
subsystem 120 stores the user's preference in a preference store, see col. 10, lines 1-3 
and lines 17-24. 

Regarding claim 5, Peterson et al discloses filtering subsystem 130 for filtering the index 
and/or content at different phases which may be applied after both index and Web 
contents are retrieved, see col. 1 1 .lines 30-38. 

Regarding claims 6, 9, 1 1 , claimed subject matter is similar to claim 1 , and therefore is 
rejected for the similar reasons. 

Regarding claims 7-8 and 10, with regard to table for storing data and table for updating 
and storing contents of user operation, Peterson teaches server 182 for filtering the 
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indexes using the server side filters 186 to create a customized index 190, and 
occasionally downloads the customized index to client, see col. 14, lines 35-39.
